RECOGNIZING LABOR 


W 


HILE the Republican papers of tlie State are 
prating about the rights of labor, the Appeal 


would like to ask some of them what the Republi- 
can party has ever done for labor in Nevada ? 


The first year that the Silver party was in con- 


trol of the State legislature, it passed the Union La- 
bel bill, in conjunction with the Democratic votes. 
It was a bill which recognized the rights of the ty- 
pographical union of this State and provided that 
the union label should appear on all work done in 
the State printing office. 
The bill is still a law in 


Nevada and will remain on the statute books until 
some Republican legislature repeals it 


The Republicans in the legislature attempted to 


repeal it once and failed. 
The Republican party in 


this State have somet'nues recognized labor in their 
platforms, but they balk when it conies to passing 
bills which pay union wages.
